zation Trusteeship. The League op- 
poses further immigration of Jews 
on the ground that continued im- 
migration eventually would con- 
vert the Arab majority into a mi- 
nority. As for Jews now.in Pales- 
tine, the League contends they 
would be absorbed into an Arab 
Palestine. with full citizenship 
rights. The question of displaced 
and persecuted Jews in Europe 
should be treated as an interna- 
tional problem, the League says, 
adding that all nations should 
share in offering them homes. 
BIGGEST WEAPON 

The one main weapon still in 
the hands of Palestine Arabs, how- 
ever, is the boycott of Jewish 
goods. Richt now that weapon is 
being wielded energetically. Arab 
merchants who continue dealing 
with Jews find themselves fined 
and their Jewish goods confiscated 
by “kangaroo courts.” Delivery 
bors who haul Jewish goods to 
Arab stores are likely to get a can- 
ing. Arab doctors have stopped 
prescribing drugs processed in 
Jewish laboratories or imported by 
Jewish commission agents.

COUNTERFEITING 


Sugar—Counterfeiting and _ sto- 
len coupons are big worries. Coun- 
terfeiting is still going on “in 
fairly significant proportions.” The 
Agency’s campaign on stolen cou- 
pons has resulted in recovery of 
80 percent of all stolen stamps be- 
fore they were used. 


Lumber—OPA will soon have 
four times as many investigators 
on lumber as it had on V-J Day. 
Thirty major criminal cases have 
beeen referred or are now being 
referred to the Department of 
Justice. Special investigators are 
assigned to ferret out violators 
using “evasive methods” to get 
around the ceilings. 

Rents—OPA plans to double its 
number of investigators to enforce 
ceiling prices on veterans’ housing 
and the 60-day set-aside for sale 
to veterans. 

Textile—More criminal investi- 
gations have gone forward in tex- 
tiles than in any other field. The 
Agency will continue to watch the 
industry closely.

Wirtz’s announcement, came 
after 3,000 members of the SUP 
had “hit the beach” in San Fran- 
cisco and Portland where officials 
had fixed 6a. m.

Wirtz said the Board’s decision 
to hold hearings was reached aft- 
er conferences with Economic Sta- 
bilizer John R. Steelman, officials 
of the Maritime Commission and 
other Government leaders.

the SIU $27.50 a month but WSB 
ruled that only $17.50 could be 
used by employers to support re- 
quests for higher shipping rates 
since that amount constituted a 
“pattern” for the industry. 

Union officials in New York de- 
nounced the ruling as “an out- 
right infringement of the rights 
of free collective bargaining” and 
said their membership had ap- 
proved a walkout by better than 
99 percent in strike ballots. They 
said the strike was a_ protest 
“aimed directly at Government 
bureaucracy which threatens the 
very life of the labor movement.”

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Wringing Out the Small Fry 


Recent declines in stock values, while 
doubtless only temporary, serve to empha- 
size the speculative innocence of many 
who now crowd the market. 

The past year has seen more and more 
neophytes swarming brokers’ offices. All 
seem possessed of a conviction that play- 
ing the market offers a sure-fire way to 
ease and affluence. Increasingly, it has 
become unpleasantly reminiscent of the 
get-rich-quick days of the late twenties, 
when evén bootblacks were active particl- 
pants in Wall Street. 

Thanks to various restrictive regula- 
tions of the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, of course, there is more protection 
for the little fellow than was the case at 
the time of the 1929 crash. A day like 
Tuesday, for instance, would have wiped 
out thousands back in the days when 
stocks could be purchased on margin. But 
there are still evidences of too much ig- 
norance on the part of some speculators. 


And, despite the warnings of every repu- 
table commission house, there are inevi- 
tably those now in the market who have 
borrowed the money to get there. 

The Constitution has every faith in the 
nations’ industrial future. 

We are convinced that most securities, 
purchased at a reasonable figure, will 
prove a good investment in that they will 
provide a steady return over a period of 
years. 

But we are also convinced that certain 
offerings on the market have been pushed 
too far by the exuberance of small-time 
speculators who overlook entirely the fact 
that true values are unalterably attached 
to earning power. 

To those who look to the market for 
its investment possibilities, recent down- 
ward trends hold no reason for fear. 

‘But for those who have been gambling 
today on tomorrow’s opening, there is real 
reason to pause ahd consider. 


DeKalb’s Request Is Not Unreasonable 


One finds it difficult to understand the 
reasoning of those dogmatically opposed 
to DeKalb County’s proposal to build a 
$2,000,000 memorial stadium in Atlanta's 
Second Ward. 

Atlanta long has needed such a facility, 
seating in the neighborhood of 100,000. 

City Council has time and again refused 
to face the issue. 


Council has no concrete plans at this 
time for such a project. 


DeKalb County is ready to go ahead 
on a stadium which would adequately 
serve the community’s needs. It seeks 
only an agreement from Atlanta City 
Council that it will not build a competing 


stadium within the next 10 years. That 
does not seem, in view of the fact that no 
municipal stadium is currently projected, 
an unreasonable request. 

There may well be objection from resi- 
dents of the neighborhood where the pro- 
posed stadium would be located. These 
should be heard. 

But City Council has no right to deny 
the community a long-needed stadium 
merely because, at some time in the dis- 
tant future, it intends to get around to 
thinking about one of its own. 

Let City Council agree to the DeKalb 
County proposal to~build a stadium. Or 
let it immediately get/down to cases on 
one of its own.

T. E. Lawrence was a Westerner who, ‘never- 

theless, was able to enter deeply into the mys- 

EN. ticism and religious pattern of the Arabic world. 

Had he not been able to organize and lead an Arabic nationalist 

revolt in World War I the old Kaiser’s dream of a drive from 
Berlin to Bagdad might have come true. 

It was “Lawrence of Arabia,” author of “Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom,” who emerged as the most romantic and, yet, in many 
respects, the most practical personality of the first great war. He 
said, when peace came: 

“We lived many lives in those whirling campaigns, never 
sparing ourselves any good or evil, yet when we had achieved, 
and the new world dawned, the old men came out again, and 
took from us our: victory and remade it in the likeness of the 
former world they knew. Youth could win, but had not learned 
to keep, and was pitably weak against age. We stammered that 
we had worked for a new heaven and a new earth, and they 
thanked us kindly, and made their peace. When we are their age, 
no doubt, we shall serve our children so.”

But who ever heard of Americans standing still in the path of 
scientific progress? Persons who are competent to judge are author- 
ity-for the statement that before the Russians can equal our pres 
ent development in the atomic field we will have gone far beyond, 
so that the implements they produce would be far outmoded. 

These are the cold facts of the matter as our more sober-minded 
leaders see it. Talk of another war in the immediate future is as 
insensible as it is immoral. The pity of it is that it cannot be 
stamped out.

In Case You Ever 
Have To Fight a Fox 


MONTICELLO, Sept. 4—’Way in the night 
Clarence Starr heard the cows lowing and carry- 
ing on and he got his shotgun and went out to 


the lot and searched it out, he said, but he didn’t see anything, so 


he went back to bed. Along about 3 or 4 o'clock, the chickens 
Started raising sand, and the cattle were cutting up again, and he 
went out to look, but still he didn’t see anything. Then, just be- 
fore day, the ruckus starté@ again, so he went out, carrying a 
single-barreled shotgun, and his son, Buck, an ex-GI with a wife 
and baby, came along. Buck was carrying a double-barrel. 

At the lot gate they stoppe@ to look and didn’t see anything and 
then they went in the lot and Clarence went over toward the barn 
and Buck, thinking he heard a noise, started over to a shed in the 
corner of the lot. Just as Buck got up to the open side of the 
shed he saw the movement, and the bulk of the fox (it was very 
dark) and as the fox made its first spring Buck shot, but he shot 
high. And as the fox leaped again he shot again, and again he 
shot high and now the fox was upon him. He felt its sharp teeth 
tearing at his trouser leg, and about that time Clarence shot and he 
missed and Buck gave a mighty kick and kicked the fox the length 
of a horse away, but the fox wasn’t hurt and lunged again, fast 


as a streak of lightning, and Buck kicked and this time he hit it 


just a sideling lick, he said, and the fox rolled and came up and 
flashed along the ground, coming at him again. 


- This time Buck figures he must have tried to kick 
Casualties with both feet at once, for the first thing he knew 
he was down in the mud of the lot and the fox was tearing at his 
legs. Then Clarence ran in and raised his gun up high and smashed 
it down upon Buck and the fox together and Clarence’s gunstock 
smashed in his hand and the barrel bent in a half-moon curve, and 
flew out of his hands and Clarence snatched it up again by the 
barrel and frailed at the fox with all his strength, striking Buck’s 
gun and smashing the stock of it, and when Clarence quit striking 
the fox was smashed to a pulp. 

But Buck was bleeding from a gash in his right leg and his left 
leg was marked, so he lit out for Monticello and called Atlanta and 
got somebody on the phone from the State Health Department and 
they told him to come on up and bring the fox’s head and they'd 
meet him at the Capitol at 10 o'clock, for it was Sunday, four weeks 
ago. So Buck got his wounds dressed and got to Atlanta an hour 
ahead of time and waited and they came and gave him some anti- 
rabies shots, 10 of them, to hold him for 10 days, and told him that 
first thing Monday morning they would test the fox’s head and let 
him know whether it was mad or not. 

So Buck went home and started taking shots and Tuesday morn- 
ing the telegram came and it said the fox’s head showed positive 
for rabies and Buck began to worry. He thought about a thousand 
things all at once, for he was afraid he was going to die. 


But there was nothing to do but take the shots 
Worry, Worry and wait. Then any, cin a which had had shots 
too, started going mad and dying, starting about the twelfth day. 
And Buck still felt all right. But every time a cow died it worried 
him more. Five of them died and the 21st day passed and Buck 
began to figure maybe he was safe, despite somebody having said 
that the shots were just about 90 percent effective. Then on the 
25th day the old butt-headed cow went mad, which was past the 
time limit, and when Buck went out in the lot to destroy her she 
charged him and he had to shoot her as she ran at him. He had 
a new automatic shotgun and he just pulled down on her and let 
it roar and she cut a somersault as the charge hit her. 

Now 32 days have passed and the wound on Buck’s leg has 
healed up and he still feels all right and the memory of the fight 
and the fear has about gone out of his mind. He doesn’t think about 
it now more than 10 or 12 times a day, when he used to have it 
on his mind all the time. But he won't go into the woods, or even 
fool around the lot much after dark without his automatic, for the 
next time he runs into a mad fox he wants to have something that 
shoots more than twice. 

Old Jesse Glover. came out better in his fox fight, though, for 
a while he was in just about as desperate shape as Buck was, Jesse, 
a tall, coal-black old man of 70, was walking the road one night, 
going home. It was after the moon had gone down and the night 
was dark and he was going along sort of feeling for the road when 
he heard something that sounded like the choking meow of a cat 
and a fox came at him out of the dark at the side of the road. So 
he kicked at the fox, like Buck, but missed, and the fox took him 
in the pants leg, not touching the skin, and Jesse tried to kick him 
aloose. 

“For.” said Jesse, “I am too old entirely to be rasslin’ with a 
fox.” -But the fox, Jesse said, had got his “stationary holt,” which 
means a death grip, and Jesse could not shake him off. So Jesse 
reached down with one huge black hand, powerful as a vise; and 
took the fox by the neck, with his thumb pressing just under the 
fox’s goozle, and he began to squeeze down on the fox. 


“An’ I said to him, ‘Fox, hit look like hits me an’ 
Monologue you and I reckon we gonna stay here all night, for 
I ain’t goin’ turn loose and you ain’t neither.’” And the fox held 
on and Jesse stood there in the dark of the road for a long time, 
holding the fox. Then’ Jesse started hollering ‘“‘Whooo, whooo. 
Whooooeeee. Somebody come here.” But nobody heard Jesse 
holler. So after about 10 minutes Jesse said he started “scrouchin’ ” 
off the road, stooped over, holding the fox away from his leg, its 
teeth still locked in his pants. Then he got to worrying what would 
happen if another fox came up behind him,with him all scrooched 
over that way, and that worried him. So he grabbled around in 
the road in the dark until his left hand, his free hand, came upon 
a rock about the size of a small boy’s fist, and he folded his long 
frame and knelt with one knee on the fox just back of the fore- 
shoulder, and began to hit it on the head with the rock. Then he 
felt the fox stiffen-in his hand and its head came away from his 
pants leg and he turned loose right quick and grabbed the fox by 
the tail. 

“Il whop him against the groun’ this way,” said Jesse, swinging 
his long arm, his teeth, which he removed to talk, flashing in the 
sun. “Then I whop him backhand once, and I tho’ him over in 
the bushes and I say to him, all right, fox, dat’s me and you.”

Here was an impertinent interfer- 
ence in administration. - Without 
advising me, the Indian Service 
yielded to this improper threat 
and Anadarko held the only In- 
dian fair in the country. 


WHEN THE appropriation bill 
of Interior was before Mr. John- 
son’s subcommittee in 1945, he 
‘again brought up the question of 
|Indian fairs: “One of those fairs 
‘is held at Anadarko, Okla, with 
‘which I am familiar,” he said 
Significantly. Assistant Commis- 
‘sioner Zimmerman thought that, 
‘in view of the war, the gountry 
‘could get along without Indian 
fairs. Mr. Johnson's rejoinder was, 
“T trust there will be no threats or 
reprisals (sic!) by withholding 
funds allowed by this Committee 
for the express purpose of Indian 
fairs.” (Meaning, of course, the 
Anadarko Fair.) 

The cut in appropriations for 
the fiscal year 1944 made it neces- 
sary to eliminate 54 positions in- 
cluding three Kiowa, which hap- 
pened to be in the Hon. Jedediah’s 
district, whereupon that gentle- 
man Assistant Commissioner Zim- 
merman, “Am disappointed ‘ 
that you actually fired three em- 
ployes ... especially since I had 
assured you that I would co-oper- 
ate in an effort. to secure defi- 
ciency appropriations.

Get in Groove 
On Streamliners, 
Says Columnist

Exercise is so exact nowadays | 


that you can get into trim with 
four or five easy ones. The day’s 
workout should include one 
stretching exercise to supple and 
slim the midsection, a posture im- 
prover which doubles as a specific 
exercise for some problem meas- 
urement, and a leg-swinging rou- 
tine. These may be varied occa- 


sionally to keep things interesting, 


or taken to sweet or swing music. 
Just make sure you do not slip 
into sloppy ways of executing an 


exercise. 


Here's a stretcher that is almost 
a program in itself: Kick off your 
shoes and stretch tall, pulling up 
with the abdominal muscles and 
pulling down and under with the 
hips. Clasp hands high overhead 
with fingers interlocked, palms 
turned up to ceiling. Now, walk 
on tiptoes — walk the length of 
largest room in the place, five 
times, then 10 times, and finally 
20 times. Walk slowly, keep 
stretching upward. Walk to music 
if it’s more fun, 

That exercise does almost as 
much for your posture as it does 
to pull the waistline slim and flat- 
ten the midriff. But to make sure 
it’s a posture beautifier, make a 
point of stretching the neck to its 
full length, chin level, and of lift- 
ing your chest high as you walk. 
Keep your shoulders relaxed and 
easy. 

Now rest for a minute or two, 
flop over and dangle from the 
waist, if that’s relaxing. Or, just 
lle on your back on the floor, 
knees flexed and arms folded 
around bent knees, hugging them 
to your chest. That's a very rest- 
ful position. And while you're rest- 
ing this helps to counteract sway- 
back. 

When a side-bend is added to an 
upstretch, it’s twice as slimming. 
Standing stretched tall, arms 
stretched overhead as before, do 
sideward bends. Concentrate on 
the outside muscles each time to 
make them stretch. The side bend- 
ing should be done slowly and 
rhythmically, six to eight times. 
Later more, if you feel like it. 

A backward kick against your 
own muscular resistance is mar- 
velously effective for taking down 
the hip measurement. Stand fac- 
ing a table, hands on surface for 
support. Grip with the _ gluteus 
maximus—the flesh muscle on the 
back of hips — and hold knees 
straight as you kick alternate legs 
backward, 10 times, then later 20 
times. 

Finish by shaking arms and legs 
vigorously, but loosely to free the 
muscles from tension. Then relax. 
That's all for today, folks!
